retty much as he did in the East and 
n Los Angeles. It also developed 
that he nearly always occupied one 
room with his daughters. 

He then testified that he was first 
married in New Orleans in 1862, and 
that his wife obtained a divorce from 
him in 1874. Upon what grounds he 
could not state, as he let it go by de- 
fault. His second wife, whose maiden 
name was Lizzie Lallance, died in 
1882. In about two months afterward 
he married Josie Sheridan. 

„Ella was born to me.“ he said. by 
my second wife, in 1878, I think. The 
first. Bible I had was burned up in 
Florida. My house there was a pri- 
vate residence. It was burned, and 
in the fire the Bible was burned. 
There was another fire—in New

Iwas in San Antonio, Tex., a couple 
of months, and in Galveston two 
months. I left May there in a convent 
and went to St. Louis. The ex- 
penses were too great and I brought 
her home.

One Way to Get Gravel for Street 
Surfacing. 

Street Superintendent Morford is, 
ordinarily, one of the best-tempered of 
the city officials, but when things do 
not run up to the notch he is not at all 
backward about expressing his opinion, 
and generally calls a spade a spade. 
The Colonel wasrathernettled yesterday 
over a piece of rank carelessness on 
the part of the Board of Public Works, 
in which his office was ignored and the 
city damaged to the extent of about 
1700 cubic yards of first-class gravel. 
The Union Construction Company has 
the contract for grading a portion of 
— street, and needed some 
gravel Tor completing the work. In 
place of hauling the material and put- 
tin it down, a uest was 
made to be allowed remove 
some dirt from a portion of the 
street to allow the water to run off. 
This was granted, whereupon the con- 
struction company proceeded to strip 
the street for four blocks of all the 
gravel in sight, which will necessitate 
more being hauled when that portion 
of the street is graded. The Colonel 
says that it is oneof the most out- 
rageous cases that he has ever seen, 
aud it will probably come in for an in- 
vestigation at the next meeting of the 
Council. Two gutters on the side of 
the street would have answered every

THE BOARD OF TRADE IN 
DEAD EARNEST . 


In Its Consideration of the Water 
Question—Two Reports of Com- 
mittees Adopted—The Temple- 
street Matter Reported Upon— 
The High School Site. 


At the meeting of the West End 
Board of Trade, last evening, C. H. 
Wedgewood, of the committee investi- 
gating the attenuated and uncertain 
condition of the water supply, reported 
that he had visited the zanja and res- 
ervoir at Ivanhoe, and had found 
plenty of water in both. The main 
runs from the Ivanhoe reservoir 
through Temple street to town. Tap- 
ping this main is another on Pearl 
street to take water to the pumping 
works. When water is being used from 
Pearl street to town, the main west of 
Pearl and the pumps are left with a 
small supply or none. The remedy 
would be a main direct from the reser- 
voir to the ge ot works, which 
would cost about 000. There is no 
prospect that the Citizens’ Water Com- 
pany will make the indicated improve- 
ment. 

C. M. Wells being absent sent in a 
3 report in writing concerning 
the water supply. In it he said: The 
time has come for organized resistance. 
Our protests have been met with prom- 
ises not even kept. An entire absence 
of water is now the general condition. 
The tiny and uncertain stream has to 
be caught in pans and pails and stored 
away for future use. Our property is 
in constant danger from fire and is 
liable to depfeciation. We were prom- 
ised another pump by August 12th. 
We are now told that it is being manu- 
factured in the East; could not be got 
on the coast. This is all bosh. San 
Francisco can furnish a pump amply 
adequate in 48 hours, and temporary 
relief could be given almost any time. 
Besides that the mains are inadequate. 
There is not even a promise that the 
3 condition will be improved. 

he water we get is not even strained. 
It is river water with all its animal 
and vegetatble impurities in all stages 
of decomposition. We want city 
water works and nothing less. 

J counsel organized resistance, or- 
ganized agitation, organized efforts to 
accomplish a reform. Let us absolutely 
refuse to pay for water that we do not 
get.

IT EXERCISES THE BOARD OF 
, EDUCATION GREATLY, 


And Finally Mr. Ellis’s Resolution 
to Leave the Matter to a Vote of 
the People Is Adopted—Some 
Queer Crawfishing. 


The Board of Education met in their 
new rooms in the City Hall yesterday 
afternoon, with President Pomeroy in 
the chair, and the following members 
present: Messrs. Cox, Ellis, Frew, 
Woodbury, McIntosh, Gosper and 
Whaling. 

The president stated that the board 
met in adjourned session for the pur- 
pose of considering the matter of the 
‘High School site, and as soon as the 
meeting was called to order, Mr. Ellis 
moved that all other business be dis- 
pensed with, and consideration of the 
subject matter be proceeded with, 
which motion prevailed by a unani- 
mous vote. 

Mr. Ellis then stated, as one of the 
committee appointed for that purpose,

What 1s the physical condition of Cali- 
fornia so far as it relates to irrigation? 
What amount of irrigable land is there in 
the State? 
What amount of water can be obtained 
for the purpose of irrigation? 
What are the advantages of irrigation? 
In this connection, does irvigation pay? 
What is the condition of irrigation as at 
resent practiced in Calitornia, and what 
interest has the National Government in the 
subject ot irrigation on the Pacific Coast, 
and in relation to all that extent of country 
known as the “Arid Region,“ which lies 
west of the Missouri River? 
Among the peculiar topographical 


advantages of California for irrigation 


every stream heading in the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains comes from the 


or. August of each year. Again, the 
two great valleys of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin contain very little 
rolling land, and there is an uniform 
trend of the surface of the ground 
from the foothills of the Sierra Ne- 
vadas west to the Sacramenio and San 


center, and those at the headof the Los 
Angeles River, on the San Bernardino 
plains near the west line, They furnish 
many hundred inches of water and are 
among the most reliable and valuable of 
water rights. 


O Regarding the facilities for storage 
in these counties, the committee says 
there is a difference of opinion among 
engineers. Some think there are many 
basins and cafions in the mountains 
which are adapted to the purpose, and 
others think that these, on most 
streams, are wanting. Most, how- 
ever, agree that the bench lands fur- 
nish abundant opportunities for the 
construction of’ reservoirs, so that 
there is no lack of facilities for the 
storage of water with safety and profit. 
The first expense, however, is very 
great, aud private enterprise is not 
ready to undertake it on a large scale, 
except in the most favorable localities. 
The waters of the San Gabriel River, 
brought out upon the higher Hill lands 
of the Azusa or Duarte, would suffice 
to irrigate ail the great valley below, 
the coast plain beyond, and the inter- 
vening range of bills to their very tops. 
The waters of Millard Cafion 
and the Arroyo Seco stored in the 
vicinity of the Giddings ranch, 
or the lands of the John Brown Sons, 
or other availabie places could be made 
to flow over the San Rafael hills and 
those in and adjoining East Los An- 


Joaquin rivers. Perhaps there is no 
country in the world where 80 much 


land can be regularly and profitably 


irrigated without making any serious 
changes to the surface of the country 
as in California. The two valleys of 
the Sacramento and San Joaquin, ac- 
cording toGen. Alexander, cover an 
area of about 12,000,000 acres of irri- 
gable land. Another point is that 
California produces a number of fruits 
requiring irrigation which cannot be 
grown elsewhere. 

It is shown that, in 1871, from Tulare 
to San Diego, the country was almost 
barren of verdure. Except in favored 
localities, there was no grass for stock; 
thousands of sheep, horses and cattle 
were lost. This could have been 
avoided if proper systems of irrigation 
had been introduced. Even now, 
should a drouth occur, the irrigation 
that is practiced in the central and 
southern part of the State would 
largely protect the people against dis- 
aster. As aninstance of the increased 
value given to land by irrigation, it is 
shown that, ten years ago, lands in 
Fresno selling 9t 73 to 820 an acre are 
now worth, with water, from 875 to 
$750 an acre. | 

In faeé of the much vaunted claim 
thatthe lands of Northern California 
“require no irrigation,’ the report 
states that most of the lands of the 
Sacramento Valley would be benefited 
by irrigation, such lands being found 
in Tehama, Butte, Colusa and other 
counties. 

Considerable space is devoted to the 
question of irrigation in Southern Cali- 
fornia. Touching the Mohave Desert, 
the-report Has the following 
The Mojave River lies south of the San 
alley, contains a large amount 
of water which can be su ully used 
for irrigation on what is known as the 
Mojave Desert. The Mojave Desert is a 
desert only in this sense—there is not rain- 
fall sufficient to make grass and crops ma- 
ture, but tke soil is rich, the climate genial, 
and with water aimost anything will grow 
with luxuriance. The capabilities of this 


river are more fully referred to hereafter. 
South of this, and forming the extreme 


rado River, which with the exception of 


It bounds the State of Cali- 
fornia on the south, and it borders what is 
known as the Yuma Desert. Wherever 
water has been applied on this desert the 
soil has proven productive—instance Indio 
and other points. Much of this desert is 
below the level of the river, and some of it 
below sea level. It is nearly all susceptible 
of irrigation, and by bringing water upon 
it would make this one of the most fertile 
places in the world. It is estimated that 
this river will successfully irrigate 1,000,000 
acres of land; the most of which that can 
be thus irrigated is public land, andis now 
of no value. 


In Inyo county there are from 3000 
to 4000 acres of land of unsurpassed 
‘arse which is utterly worthless 

ithout the use of water. It is claimed 
by experienced engineers that the 
Owens River carries on an average, and 
during the summer months, water 
enough to place at least a surface 
depth of 15 inches upon an area of 
300,000 acres of land, and this without 
preparing catchment reservoirs. A 
large portion of this country is still a 
part of the public domain. Less than 
12,000 acres of land are now cultivated 
in Owens Valley. | 

‘On the subject of the sources of the 
irrigating water in Los Angeles and 
Orange counties—the irrigated land in 
which is put at 150,000 acres—the re- 
port says: 

The sources of the irrigating water supply 
of these counties are the rivers Los Angeles 
and San Gabriel in Los Angeles county, the 
lower part of the Santa Ana in Orange 
county (the upper part being in San Ber- 
nardino county). a, | creeks and small 
streams, whose flow is of short duration, 
springs and springy lands (called cienegas), 
and many hundreds of artesian wells. The 
rivers, except the Los Angeles, rise in the 
high mountains, and are practically peren- 
nial. It is true their waters disappear in 
their sands during most of the dry season 
soon after debouching from the mountains, 
but they reappear at intervals all the way to 
the sea, and can be taken out at almost 
any point along their channels by sim- 
ply running ditches into them. The 
water supply in the rivers alone is sufficient 
to irrigate all the land of the counties to 
which water could be advantageously ap- 
und, if properly stored and distributed. 

he volume of the streams in winter is 
enormous; utterly beyond computation, and 
but asmall portion of it would need to be 
saved for use in the dry season. ‘The aver- 
age summer flow of the San Gabriel River 
is about 10,000 inches; that of the Los 
Angeles River is 3750 inches, and that of 
the lower Santa Ana 4000 inc This 
estimate is ot surface flow only. uring 
the usual three months of the irrigating 


season the water is all appropriated; it is 
not all utilized, however, as much is wasted 
both by seepage and evaporation in the 
open, porous, earth ditches in which it 
flows, and much is allowed to run to waste. 
The streams whose waters rarely show out- 
side the mouths of their gorges except 
under the influence of considerable rain- 
fall, are capable of furnishing a great 
quantity of water for storage. In 
many instances they are the only 
source of supply for the higher mesa and 
foothill lands, and are well worth the ex- 
penses of storing, for some of these lands 
yield fruits iu the greatest perfection, and 
may are unquestionably the most healthful 
and delightful dwelling places. A great 
deal of water is obtained from springs and 
springy lands. These lands are found ali 
the way from the mountains to the sea, but 
the greater number of those used for irri- 
gation are situated on the higher plains or 


geles. So with the San Dimas and the 
streams of Santa Anita, Eaton, Tejun- 
ga, Pacoima, San Fernando, Mormon 
Creek, Verdugo and Santiago, whose 
flow in the aggregate is enough to sup- 
ply all the lands between them and 
the ocean many times over. Alsoover 
the range in the hitherto regarded ir- 
redeemable desert of the Mojave.where 
most of the land still belongs to the 
Government, and the soil is as rich as 
lieg under the sun, whole townships of 
the finest raisin grape, fig and decidu- 
ous fruit land may be irrigated by the 
waters of the @fojave. 

The number of acres of good land 
which requires irrigation south of the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains is, accord- 
ing to the State Engineer's estimate, 
460,900, of which Los Angeles county 
possesses 250,000 acres, which can be 
made to comfortably sustain a popula- 
tion of 100,000 people. 

The committee concludes with a 
strong answer to the question: What 
interest has the National Goverument 
in irrigation? To this we shall recur 
later. The report is strong and care- 
fully compiled, and will undoubtedly 
make a good impression on the visiting 
committee. In view of the great im- 
portance attached by the report to irri- 
gation in Southern California, it is 
difficult to understand why this section 
should, as we have previously shown, 
be entirely omitted from the first pro- 
posed expenditures for prelimina 
surveys. 


NortH DaxorTa will be the first 
State in the Union, as a State, to make 
provision for a system of manual 
training.

CREEK LANDS. 


Ex-Governor Crawford's Claim for 
Negotiating Their Sale. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Ex-Governor Samuel J. Craw- 
tord, against whom it was proposed to in- 
stitute proceedings for having, as the atter- 
ney of the Creek indians, received 10 per 
cent. of the proceedings of the sale of 
about 2,400,000 acres of their lands in Okla- 
homa, today filed with the Secretary of the 
Interior a sworn statement. When the 
Creeks in December, 1884, learned that 
bills were pending in Congress to vest in 
the United States the title to Oklahoma 
lands, the employed him either 
to defeat legislature or secure com- 
pensation, agreeing to pay him 10 per 
cent. on whatever amount he might 
secure. He obtained $2,280,857 for 
their interest. The Secretary of the In- 
terior approved Crawford’s contract after 
amending it to make the compensation 65 
per cent. In December, 1888, new dele- 
gates of the Creeks asked that a new con- 
tract, fixing the compensation at 10 per 
cent., be entered to be full payment for all 
past and future service. ‘This new contract 
was approved by the Creek National Coun- 


In February, 1889, Secretary Vilas in- 
formed Gov. Crawford that he would defeat 
the measure which was then pending in 
Congress to make an appropriation to pay 
the Creeks for their lands, unless he (Craw- 
ford) surrendered the contract, and looked 
to the Indians for whatever compensation 
they deemed just. Gov. Crawford says he 
agreed under protest to this arrangement, 
and since then has had no control over 
what compensation the Creeks should give, 
and they fixed the fee themselves and with- 
out his interference. 


SPECIAL TREASURY AGENTS.

Those who apply far these 
positions will, therefore, be subjected to 
such examination as may be necessary to 
ascertain whether they are possessed of 
these requisite qualifications. Appoint- 
ments will be considered probationary for 
six months, permanency of tenure to be 
dependent upon the aptitude shown by the 
appointee for the work assigned him.’
